Tho death of Hoc. Eilaud Hall, Ver- 


mont's oldest ox-f:overnor,which occurred 
on Friday, at- SprinRBi-ld, Mass., was 
followed Saturday by the decease ot Hon. 
Byland Fletcher, of Cavendish, Vt. He 
•was an original abolitionist and a free 
noiler, and was the flrat man elected gov- 
ernsr after the formation ot the repub- 
lican party In 1856. Ho was reolected in 
1857. His only public office was that of 
presidential elector in 186-1, his attention 
bsing devoted lo agriculture. Ho was 86 
years old, and was the fourth ox-Rovornor 
of Vermont to die during tho current 
yesr. • Ex-Governor Hall was governor 
from 1858 to I860. Ho was elected to 
congress in 1833 and ierved ten years 
From 184.6 to 1850 he was a snureme 
judge, and under Taylor's administration 
ha was second comptroller ot the treaB- 
nry. He was one of tho original repub- 
licans, but went as a delegate to the 
peace convention in 1361.

matters he was a rocogdizcd authority.

General Aug. Gaylord^ssued an order to 
officers commanding Wisconsin [regi- 
ments in tbo field, to make out for each 
company:

by each and every volunteer from our 
state, and which, deposited in the arch- 
ives of tho capital, shall afford 
useful 


and oftentimes necessary information, in 
our own time, in facilitating the pay- 
ment ot claims and securing pensions to 
the families of those who [have fallen m 
tho service, acd which shall also remain 
a monument ot the patriotic endurance 
of Wisconsin soldiers." 


General Gaylord appears to have [Core- 


seen tho valno ot such records much 
more clearly than tbo great majority of 
the officers wbom ho addressed. That 
same month, he, in company with Gov. 
James T. Lewis and General Lucius 
Fairohild, then secretary o£ shite, visited 
tho regiments in the field previous to tbe 
final grand review in Washington. Thoso 
gentlemen did what they could on tha 
spot to have filled out and completed tbo 
broad shoot blanks which had been pre- 
pared for the purpose. Only two thirds 
of tho regiments responded, howover.imd 
tho returns made by the great majority 
of these were so faulty i hat discredit ia 
thrown upon tho whole— so much so 
that experts to day consider none of tho 
regiments to have a satisfactory record 
on file, 
An examination of these returns in the 


office ot tho adjutaht general, gives rise 
to mingled sentiments ot amusement and 
regret. Amusement at the cropping out 
ot the porsyflft prejudices of company 
commanders, -who make such official en- 
tries as these, against many of their men: 
"Too lazy to bo a good soldier," "Dirty 
and lazy soldier," "Physically untit for 
Bervico,""Tolorably goodman," "Very in- 
subordinate," "Dnruly fellow," "Keason- 
ebly good soldier" "Very good soldier," 
and so on through a long catalogue of 
epithets. 
Eegret, that such con»ioents 


should have been permitted to creep into 
en during official documents, perhaps to 
militate against many a worthy fellow's 
pension olcim or hie reputation m the 
community, it afterwards maliciously 
published; some of the company officers 
were uuclorical in their habits and not 
imbued with a sense of the importance 
of these rc;ords; many bad lost their 
memoranda and fi'lod ont the blanks by 
guesswork; an i thus ta-day tho Wiscon- 
sin war records are d mosaic of very much 
ignorance, prejudice, carelessness and 
forgotfulness, mingled of course with 
much that is absolutely corract so far us 
it goes, though ia no case does it go far 
enough. For one-third ot the 92,000 men 
Wisconsin sent to the front, there is no 
record at all. Thu deficiency is chiefly 
m |the case of ohort-service men. 
For 


instance, there is very little on file re- 
garding tho First regiment, of U months' 
troops ; o£ the same regiment, reorganized 
as 3 years men, there is absolutely noth- 
ing except trom Oo. A, and that emanates 
from reclined copies furnieed by the late 
company officers, in pursurunce of tho 
circular sent out by General Chapman 
last September, to be alluded to further 
on.But these records, such as they are, 
are all our soldieu have upon which to 
base their pension claims. The adjutant 
general's office is in receipt or applica- 
tions from Wisconsin veterans for cer- 
tifica'es of their service, at the rate of 
aoout one hundred per month ; this ayer- 
age hr s been sustained for several years 
past, and it is anticipated that applica- 
tions will continue for nearly fifty years 
to come. Tbo general government at 
Weohington is sti.H doing a brisk busi- 
ness in passing upon Moxicun war pen- 
sion claims , and it is but a few weeka 
since that u lady in this city was granted 
a pension because ot her husband's death 
in the wcr of 1812. Thus it will be seen 
that pension claims arising out ot the 
war of the rebellion are not likely to 
cease in oorclsy ond generation. 
Tho Wisconsin records are voluminous1 


enough, such f s they I'Tti. 
They would 


measure nearly throo cords if piled in a 
solid beap. For twenty years, they have 
remained in the vault of tho adjutant 
general's office in prac"oally a chaotic 
condition,— nnindexed, unbriefod, 
dif- 


ficult to get at, being woin to sbr( ds by 
ircquent handling, otteu vn.tten origin- 
ally on tho poorest ot paper with the 
poorest of ink and often quite illegible. 
That something must be done with them, 
hefore they fell to pieces and were lost, 
was evident years ago. And the delays 
to which apphoants wore necessarily sub- 
jected because of tbo unordered Condi- 
t'on of things, were growing in vexation. 
But the task was too stupendous to un- 
dertaUo without legislative authority. 
In 1S32, Governor Ivu'jk strongly urged 
action, :n his message to tbe legislature.

gain pointers at tho work department. 
He returned in Juue /ally equipped 
w;th idea?, and commenced work the lat- 
ter part of that month. 
The clerical 


should include all recruits, substitute^ 
drafted men and ti austere. CO In tho 
account of each man, the substance ot or 
a reference to every military paper in the 
oflice, mentioning any material fact in bis 
service. This full record, which is only 
for convenient office use, will consist of 
one folio blank book for each regiment. 
By moans ot this digest an applicant's 
case may be looked up in a few minutes, 
with tho certainty ot exhausting all the 
papers in tbe office bearing upon it,where 
now often halt a day is required, without 
such certainty, Tbe work of finding the 
papers referred to, has already been facil- 
itated by the introduction pt an admir- 
able system of file-boxes similar to those 
being put in for tbo department at Wash- 
ington. 


The book to be published for public 


use will be u roster of tho Wisconsin 
troops, chiefly on the plan followed in 
Illinois. It will state the membership ot 
each company, tho residence, dates of 
enlistment and muster and final disposi- 
tion of each officer and soldier. This is 
deemed all that i? practical or dosirable 
for general use. Of this work tho law 
provides for a first edition of 2,500 copies 
and the purchase ot the stereotype plates 
by tho state, so that future editions with 
what corrections may devolope may be 
published without great cost. The work 
will consist of two volumes of about 800 
pages each. General Chapman hopes to 
get out the first volume early next sum- 
mer. It is at present impracticable to 
say when the second volume will issue, 
but the affair will be pushed as rapidly 
as a spirit of groat care and accuracy will 
permit. As Gen, Chapman ^says, in his 
biennial report made

September,

"No reliable estimate can be made of 


tho time or expenditure required for this 
work, but whatever is required to do it 
in the best possible manner should be 
freely expended upon it." 
It is not very creditable tnat Wiscon- 


sin ehould be one ot tho lest of tbe 
northern states to compile and publish 
its war records. 
Every neighboring 


state has long ago performed this task1; 
and Illinois bau done so in an especially 
creditable manner. 
Qln September last General Chapman 
issued a circular addressed to ex-officers 
and soldiers of Wisconsin volunteers, 
calling on them to send him whatever 
documents they had, whether original or 
"retained1- copies, which would supply 
imperfections in the office files. The 
circular says: 


"Officers who have any such rolls or 


records are reminded that the men of 
their commands have an equitable inter- 
est in them, and that t:> serve the soldiers 
best the papers should be placed where 
all can have access to thorn." 


This circular succeeded in bringing 


out many important documents. Im- 
portant, because the interests of. soldiers 
and their families are frequently very 
seriously affected for the wunt ot proof 
of such facts as these papers contain; and 
as the records at Washington are not 
available for the use of applicants for 
pensions or other dues from tho govern- 
ment, it is very important that the state 
records should be made 03 complete as 
poesiblfl, that all who bavo legitimate 
occasion therefore may be furnished with 
full transcripts thereof. 
it is perhaps superfluous to note that 


Governor Rusk, who did so much to get 
this good work inaugurated in our state, 
takes a very lively interestSin it as it pro- 
gresses, and throws out many a practical 
suggestion. Tbe details of the work ore 
under Geneiol Chapman's daily supervis- 
ion in person, and he brings Jto this la- 
bor, cs to all others he engages in, that 
personal enthueiesm and perfection of 
executive management for which be is so 
justly celebrated. General Chapman is 
abJy seconded by Captain F. L. Phillips, 
acting ipsistant Adjutant Gsneral, who is 
in special charge of the volunteer service 
records. Gapt°in Phillips, who WM late 
ot the 2d Wisconsin, left an arm in the 
Wilderness, but this fact does not pre- 
vent his being one of the ablest clerks in 
the capitoi.

partment, Corporal N. B. Hood, late ot 
tbe Cth Wisconsin batteiy, is of groat ser- 
vice in rapully finding desired war papers, 
having an accurate memory of the con- 
tents ot the file-boxes.

TVASRixOTON' CITV, Dec. -i— In tho son- 


dto Monday Bock took occasion to call up 
bis resolution of inquiry us to tbo execution 
\>t tho law providing tor a sinking fund, and 
made :i speech on tho silver question in 
which liu attacked the positions taken by 
tho president in bin mcssago to congress, 
mid Secretary Manning in his annual re- 
port, on that subject. Tho laws ot the 
land, ho said, were equally binding on the 
highest executive ofllcor and the humblest 
citizen. Yet the laws to ffhicli hi* resolu- 
tion ;-cta-i-od had not for njnny years been 
compiled ivith by tho treasury olliciuls. No 
more utatcsrsianUfco uiossago had ever em- 
anated from tho executive nxa'.ision,in Beck's 
opinion, than President Cleveland's first 
message, but lie did not agroo with tho 
position of that message regarding silver. 
Three-t'oiu'ths of our business troubles arosu 
from tho fact that tho laws of tho United 
States wore not carried out by our executive 
ofllcors. Combinations of bankers and bond- 
holders, and their well paid press woro 
opposed to silver; and their present crusado 
ugninst that mewl was another evidence of 
tbo audacity ot tho organizations of wealth ; 
organizations which had always, scoured 
whatover they bad demanded. As to tho 
question of paying tho bonds otherwise than 
in 
gold, 
Beck 
quoted 
tho 
opinion 


given in 58tiS by Sherman, tho present 
presiding officer of tho senate, to tho offoct 
that tho bondholders should take payment 
for money advanced, in th» same medium 
in which they had advanced the money. 
That opinion, be thought, as sound now us 
it was in 1SK. Thcro was not an obligation 
existing in tbis country, national or mu- 
nicipal, that could not lawfully be paid in 
gold or silver coin of the United States. An 
e.TOmiuntiou of our trade, and it comparison 
of tbo exports and imports of this time 
with those- of 1870, showed that the silver 
dollars now brought ^0 per eer.t. moro than 
it did in 1S7D. Yet our treasury ollldnls 
told us that gruvu troubles were apprehended 
by them if tho ju-esolit condition of things 
should last much longer. The falsity uf 
this clamor couid bo readily proved by an 
impartial examination of tho figures given 
out by tho treasury officials themselves. 


Tho example of England was held up to 


us by those officials, notwithstanding tho 
fact that the workingmon of England woro 
paid thoir wages in silver coin, without re- 
gard to tho bullion value ot tho metal, Why, 
too, had not Franco bcon troubled by its 
large amount of silver coin? Tbo reason 
was to be found in the fart that tho public 
functionaries of Franco supported tbo silver 
coinage of their country, and ours did not, 
The bondholders of the United States con- 
trolled enormous amounts of money and the 
best talent of the pro<s, and having now 
captured tlio executive branch of tho gov- 
ernment,

surplus silver to get out of tho treasury, 
If the secretary of tho treasury would not 
call in the bonds that ought to bo called in, 
aid pay out tho silver?

Ko executive otHccr should be ul- 
lowod to. disregard tho law. Ho was not 
Ciakinpf war on tho bondholders or tha 
banks, but ho would 1C ho could, tnko from 
tho banks their political power and thoir in- 
fljionco on tho currency, as shown when 
they secured President Hayes' veto on :i 
memorable occasion. Beck disclaimed any 
personal iutorcst in silver, saying he had 
novor in his lifo 'owned n share of stock in n 
slfver mine. 


Morrjll remarked that

seoisied to bo ft very elaborate assault on tho 
secretary of tho treasury and tho president; 
and if the resolution, in support of which it 
was delivered, should pass tho senate, it
